1.  Any  Boys'  and  Girls'  Clnb  ok-cting  to  conduct  a  comiietltion  in  one  of  the 
above  classes  must  make  application  to  the  Stiperintendent  of  Boys'  and  Girls'  Clubs 
before  May  13fh,  1018. 

2.  Any  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club  d«>8iring  to  conduct  a  competition  In  one  of  the 
above  classes  must  have  at  least  eight  entries. 

3.  Any  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club  doslrlng  to  conduct  comjietltlons  in  two  of  the 
above  elnsses  may  do  so,  subject  to  the  following  rules:— 

(o.)  There  must  be  at  least  eight  entries  in  each  competition: 

(6.)  No  member  can  take  imrt  In  more  than  one  competition  during  any  one 

year  except  by  special  arrangement  with  the  Superintendent  of  Boys'  and 

Girls'  Cinbs. 

4.  (a.)  Plots  entered  In  Classes  5  and  C  must  be  exactly  V,.  acre  In  size  (10 

wiunre  rods,  480  square  yards,  or  4,356  square  feet).

XoTE.— Give  the  lowest  cost  of  fertilizer  other  than  stable  manure,  seed,  spray 
material,  lumber,  fencing,  etc. 

5.  An  actual  financial  statement  showing  expenses,  rentals,  and  profits  shall  be 
made  by  each  competitor.  This  statement  must  Include  such  Items  as  rent  of  land, 
cost  of  labour,  seed,  manure,  spraying,  feed,  lumber,  fencing,  etc.  Reports  must 
reach  the  Supi>rintendent  of  Boys'  and  Girls'  Clubs  not  later  than  November  15th, 
1018. 
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6.  Where  poMlble.  the  Judge  will  notify  the  boys  and  glrl«  of  the  date  of  his 
visit,  and  would  be  pleased  to  meet  and  talk  with  theui  nt  that  time. 

7.  The  Department  of  Aurlculture  will  sujiply  n  sn'  .11  note-book  to  each 
competitor.  In  which  the  competitor  may  keep  a  record  of  work  done,  fee<l  fed.  and 
money  paid  out  for  the  various  exiwnsea.  This  uotc-book  will  be  of  Inestimable 
value.  In  making  report  and  writing  the  essay.  The  note-book  m«st  be  produifd  upon 
the  request  of  the  Judge  at  the  time  of  bis  midsummer  visit. 

PRIZES  AND  FAIP8. 

As  an  Incentive  for  the  stimulation  of  greater  Interest  on  the  part  of  all 
competitors,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will.  In  addition  to  sending  judges  to 
score  the  plots  and  exhibits  at  the  fairs  and  nt  tliu  homos  of  the  comiwtltors,  offer 
cash  prizes  to  local  winners  and  sweepstnUcH  prizes  to  I'n.vinclnl  winners.  While 
the  cash  prizes  are  well  worth  striving  for.  the  himour  of  winning  a  prize  will  really 
be  of  greater  value;  and,  further,  the  njiplicatlon  ntMvssary  to  win  the  prize  will 
result  In  the  gaining  of  knowledge  and  experleni-e  that  will  prove  a  great  asset. 
The  winners  of  the  district  prlz««8  In  all  excepting  the  itinnliig  comiH-tltlons  will  be 
decided  on  a  basis  of  four  scores  :— 

(1.)  A  midsummer  score  based  on  tlie  manner  In  which  the  comiHjtltor  Is 
oaiTylng  on  h.s  or  her  work.

Special  Riles   and   ItRBiLATioNS. 

1.  Any  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club  dcftlrlnR  to  organize  a  rig-ralshiK  C(mi|K>tltl«n 
should  first  a.<«ertn4n  whetiier  the  initial  c-ost  of  young  pigs  will  admit  all  m.'iubers 
(Vesirtng  to  enter. 

2.  All  pigs  eirtered  In  a  Pig-ralsIng  Coinitetltion  should  lie  ie««  tluin  two  months 
old  at  the  Imauguratlon  of  the  coraitetitlon. 

3.  Competitors  must  tolie  charge  of  the  feeding  of  the  pig  chosen  as  soon  as 
.wsslble  after  weanlng-tline. 

4.  It  is  desirable,  but  not  necessjiry,  ttiat  all  pigs  in  any  competition  be  of  the 
same  breed  and  age. 

5.  A  detailed  re<t)rd  (by  wight  or  niea«ure)  of  all  fwHl  fed  to  the  young  pig 
from  weanlng-tlme  until  the  pig  1ms  attained  a  weight  of  about  200  lb.  should  be 
kept.    Also  a  record  of  the  acreage  of  pasture  necessary  for  one  pig. 

IjTSTBfCTIONS   FOR  BAISIXQ    PiQS. 

Selection  of  the  /'/«/.— AVlieii  you  an-  seUvtIiiir  the  pig  you  Intend  to  raise  In 
coui|)etJtion  witli  the  other  clii!)  nu-mln'rs  of  y<iur  district  you  should  exercise  con- 
slrtcrahle  care.  The  "  breeil"  does  not  matter  as  inmli  as  the  "stmiiu"  There  are 
gixKl  and  iXK)r  pigs  of  every  breed  and  In  most  litters.  Endeavour  to  pick  the  best 
liig  in  tlie  litter  for  your  entry  in  this  i-oniiH-tition.  Watch  the  pigs  before  they  are 
weanwl  and  notiio  which  pig  Is  always  hungry,  always  l»>oks  thrifty  !ind  hetilthy. 
SeltH't  tlie  i)ig  fr<:ni  parents  of  the  right  tj-pe. 

lloimiiifi  the  Yoiiiiii  I'ip. — ITake  tlie  pig  you  have  selected  away  from  Its  hrntliers 
ami  sisters  ami  put  it  in  a  i>eii  by  Itself.  If  there  Is  not  a  goc<l  clean  iieii  available 
in  the  barn,  make  one.  Tlie  best  kind  of  a  pen  for  the  young  pig  is  a  portable  jien, 
ma<le  with  a  few  pules  and  a  lK>:ird  or  t^vo  which  will  keej)  other  animals  out  and 
keep  the  pig  In.  Supply  a  box  wllli  some  nice  clean  straw  or  bay  in  which  the  pig 
nuiy  sleep.  The  best  place  for  the  pen  Is  out  on  the  grass,  w-here  the  little  pig  can 
mit  grass  and  enjoy  the  fresh  air  ami  suii«liiiio.  Always  renienilier  that  pigs  are 
no  dirtier  than  you  force  them  to  be.    Keep  your  pig  clean. 

Fcriliiig  the  Little  Pig. — Do  not  let  any  one  feed  the  pig  except  j-ourself.  Feed 
the  pig  three  times  a  lay,  regtilarly,  but  not  oftener.  I>o  not  feed  It  too  much. 
Conmvence  by  fee<llni,-  It  a  very  little.  If  It  eats  all  that  you  have  given  it.  increase 
the  amount  slightly  the  next  feed.    Feeii  it  in  a  clean  trough,  nud  If  you  find  that 
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It  has  not  eaten  all  the  teed  given  Inside  of  one-luiir  Imur,  renwve  the  trough  and 
the  feed.  GIre  the  feed  to  the  other  pigs  or  chickens,  but  do  not  put  the  same  feed 
before  the  pig  twice.  It  may  have  become  sour  In  the  meantime.  Be  sure  that  the 
trough  Is  clenu  before  placing  fe«d  In  It. 

Ration  adrUril  for  the  /'iff.— The  nature  of  the  feetl  f«l  the  pig  will  deiiend 
entirely  ugion  the  available  supply.    The  pig  needs  three  kinds  of  feed: — 

(1.)  Feed  to  build  up  the  bones; 

(2.)  Feml  to  build  up  muscles;  and 

(3.)  Fee«l  from  wlilch  to  manufacture  fat  and  warmth. 

While  the  pig  Is  small  it  deinrnds  putirely  u|ion  milk  for  its  supply  of  each  kind 
of  food.  Before  wenulng-tlme  the  young  pigs  should  be  fed  a  little  warm  skim- 
milk  mixed  with  middlings,  or  finely  grouml  oat-rhop  as  a  supplementary  ration. 
After  weaning,  this  wime  ration  slwuld  be  continued  for  a  time,  two  or  three  weeks. 
The  young  pig  may  be  fed  a  mixture  of  oot-chop  and  nUddllngs  mixed  with  warm 
milk  or  warm  water.  The  ration  may  be  gradually  changed  until  the  two-numths- 
old  pig  receives  soaked  chop,  etc.,  and  green  grass.  Th\a  ration  with  a  little  varia- 
tion from  time  to  time  should  produce  a  go<id  marketable  pig  In  six  ukhiUis.  Weigh 
the  pig  when  you  commence  and  each  inontti  thereafter.  Determine  the  amount  of 
WTelght  gained  per  day.  Uon't  forget  fliat  green  fee<l  keeps  the  i>lg  healthy,  and  that 
alfalfa  Is  one  of  the  best  of  green  feeds,  rnsture  is  ch«i|);  use  all  you  can  of  it. 
It  cuts  tlie  grain  bill  in  two. 

Exhibition. — Note  that  larger  prizes  nre  offered  for  plg-ralsing  tiian  for  any  of 
the  other  comiietltlons.  " 

Notes. —  (a.)  Treat  the  pig  fairly;  do  not  ninltretit  und  the  pig  will  not  l>e  liiirtl 
to  handle  at  any  time. 

(6.)  You  cnn  never  get  anything  for  nothing.  If  you  don't  try  hard,  your  pig 
won't  look  verj'  good  nt  any  time.

4.  A  record  shall  l)e  kejrt  of  all  ft-ed  consumed  by  the  litter  from  tlie  time  they 
are  weaned  until  they  ore  ready  for  market. 

.".  Sliould  the  sow  l>e  retflintnl  for  l>r»HMlliif;  i)nri>oses.  »  record  shall  l)e  kept  of 
fee<l  fe<l  from  the  time  the  pigs  are  wean<>d  until  the  dose  of  the  cmni)etltlon.

No.  3.  CALF-RAISING. 
Special  Rules  a."»i)  ItEorLATioKS. 

A  club  may  ilicosc  to  r:ii>-e  (-iht-t*  of  clllu-r  ff  tlif  two  tyiit-r*.  dnlry  or  beef,  but 
all  the  comi)etitoi-s  in  one  club  mnst  niise  the  same  ty|>e  of  calf. 

Onxle  heifer  or  steer  calves  may  lie  entered  for  n»niin'tition,  but  nil  bull  calves 
entered  must  be  pure-bred. 

All  the  calves  In  one  coniiietltion  must  !«•  as  near  the  siime  age  as  possible. 

Comiietltors  should  take  entire  charge  of  the  feeding  of  their  calves  as  soon 
after  birth  as  iK)ssii)le.    All  (-.lives  mnst  be  hand-fed. 
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Competltim  mnit  ke«p  an  accurate  account  of  all  milk,  tnia,  ami  fodder  aup- 
plled.    This  is  for  the  report  and  eway  to  be  written  at  the  end  of  the  oonteat. 

Detailed  Instruction*  are  given  below  for  ralrtnjt  a  dairy  calf.  The  method  for 
ralrtng  a  beef  calf  by  band  Is  the  aame.  except  that  whole  milk  may  be  fed  for  a 
longer  period,  and  perharia  more  grain  allowed. 

iNMTBUrTIONa   FOB  B.\I8IN0  THE  DAIIT  CaLF. 

Whether  the  joiinjt  calf  Is  taken  away  from  Its  moth«?r  at  once  or  not.  It  muat 
get  lt«  own  niother-a  milk  at  flrst.  Thlo  yellow  Brat  milk  contains  substanceB.  absent 
from  the  milk  later,  which  are  ewientlal  to  the  iHgestlve  organs  of  the  new-born 
calf,  acting  as  a  plhyslc  and  sflmulnnt. 

The  calf's  atoninch  Is  small  and  there  Is  danger  of  overfeeding.  For  the  first 
two  weeks  4  or  5  qnairta  or  about  10  or  12  lb.  per  day  Is  all  a  large  calf  should  have. 
A  small  calf,  as  a  J«*r8ey,  does  not  need  n>nre  than  8  or  10  lb.  jwr  day  at  the  atart. 
This  amount  may  be  fed  In  two  feeds  per  day.  or,  letter.  In  three  for  the  first  two 
or  three  weeks,  starting  with  the  smaller  quantity  and  Increasing  by  2  lb.  the  eeoonil 
week.  For  the  first  two  or  three  weeks  whole  milk  should  be  fed.  but  It  Is  not 
essential  after  the  first  few  days  to  feed  tlie  calf  Its  own  mother's  milk.  In  the  case 
of  Jerseys  and  Guernseys  giving  very  rich  milk.  It  Is  better  to  dilute  the  whole  milk 
with  sklm-miUk  right  from  the  start  as  the  fat  Is  hard  to  digest.  After  two  or  three 
weeks  dclm-mdlk  U  substtttited  more  and  more  at  each  feed.  Th«-  change  to  a 
sklm-mllk  diet  should  be  made  gradually  and  take  about  a  week  to  accomplish.  It 
Is  a.  mistake  to  suddenly  Increase  the  amount  of  milk  fed  when  changing  to  sklm- 
mllk,  with  the  Idea  tlwt  the  calf  needs  a  preat  deal  more  of  sklm-mllk  than  whole 
milk.  The  IncTeose  Should  be  gradual  as  the  calf  grows  older,  and  seldom  more  than 
20  lb.  (2  gallons)  dally  need  be  fed  even  n  large  calf  at  any  time.  A  good  rule  Is 
to  always  keep  the  calf  a  little  hungry.  We  liave  to  remcuMier  that  In  the  natural 
or  wild  state  the  mllk-suppIy  for  the  young  Is  muc*  less  than  ui»der  our  artificial 
conditions. 

Supplements  to  Skim-miijc. 

At  three  weeks,  or  about  the  time  the  fftange  Is  made  from  whole  to  skim  milk, 
grain  feeding  should  comnmence.  Some  prefer  to  mix  the  supplementary  feed  with 
the  skbu-milk  the  first  two  or  three  weeks,  using  at  each  feed  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
boiled  feed-flour,  rolled  oats,  or  flax-seed  Jelly  made  by  pouring  boiling  water  on 
flax-seed.  After  five  weeks  of  age  the  grain  Is  best  fed  dry  after  the  milk,  and  most 
feeders  feed  the  supplement  separately  from  the  beginning.  If  the  calf  w411  not 
begin  to  eat.  a  little  grain  may  be  rubbed  on  Its  muzzle,  and  It  will  soon  team  to 
seek  the  trough.  For  the  first  few  dnj's  grain  should  be  kept  befcwe  the  calf  all 
tlie  time.  After  It  lias  commenced  eating  It  should  get  only  what  It  will  eat  at 
each  meal.  Grain  should  not  be  left  in  the  trough  to  sour.  At  six  weeks  old  about 
Vi  lb.  of  grain  a  day  will  be  eaten ;  at  the  end  of  two  months  1  lb.  a  day ;  and  at 
three  months  and  later  nlnuit  2  lb.  per  <lay  Is  enough. 

Some  suitable  grain  mixtures  ore  as  follows: — 

(1.)  Oats,  4  ports;  brnn,  2  parts;  llnseeil-oll  meal,  1  part 

(2.)  Oats,  2  parts;  com.  1  part. 

(3.)  Oats,  5  lb.;  bran,  3  lb.:  corn-meal,  1  lb.;  liuReed-meal,  1  lb. 

(4.)  Oats,  ground  barley,  and  bran. 

There  Is  little  danger  of  the  calf  fed  sklm-mllk  eatlHg  too  much  grain.  Mbcml 
feeding  pays  in  the  case  of  nil  young  growing  animals.  The  calf  is  possessed  of  a 
good  set  of  grinders  anJ  can  digest  whole  oats  very  well. 

ROUOIIAQE  FOB  CaLVES. 

Calves  win  begin  to  eat  hay  as  soon  as  tiey  will  eat  grain.  The  hay  should  be 
of  good  quttlHy.    In  summer  they  can  be  turned  out  to  pasture  to  get  what  roughage 
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they  need,  prorlded  the  rbange  Is  mmle  KDMlnallr.  There  In  duDxer  of  ntiurs  when 
out  on  pasture  wudclenly.  If  shade  from  the  hot  snu  Is  not  avallabh-.  they  will  do 
bfci.er  Inside  eating  hay  or  soiling  itoi)s  up  to  six  ntouths  of  age.  Vt>m  silage  and 
roots  are  also  good  feeds  for  calves. 

To  TEACH  A  C'Atr  TO  DlilXK. 

Two  fliigcrs  are  Inserted  In  the  ciilf  s  uw.nth,  iiml  lie  at  onco  conuueiR-es  sufklng. 
The  muzile  is  then  fort«l  into  the  nillk-|mll,  so  tUiit  the  nillli  Is  8uolte<l  in  lH>tween 
the  Angers.  He  should  not  hnve  the  tlnsers  nwre  tliivn  two  or  thn*  times,  or  he  will 
alwa}-8  look  for  them  and  be  troublesome  to  feed. 

Poi.>-T8  IS  FEEniNo  Calves. 

Each  ciilf  must  get  Its  dmre,  ami  no  more.  Feeding  a  bHn<1i  of  calves  out  of 
one  trough  at  the  snuMi  time  will  not  do.  The  milk  niu-st  be  warm  iind  8we<>t.  We 
have  to  Imitate  nature  and  fe«l  the  milk  at  bloojl-hent,  ^vblch  is  100°  Fahr.  This 
jioint  Is  ImiKiirtant.  When  the  uilf  is  young  Its  digestion  is  ensily  uiwi-t,  and  a  ther- 
mometer sliouid  be  used  to  eliminate  guesswork. 

During  cool  waitlier  It  will  be  necessary  to  he«it  the  skim-milk  after  possing 
through  the  seimrator  before  It  U  fed  to  young  calves.  Otherwise  siwurs  or  other 
digestive  troubles  are  sure  to  occur. 

Feeding-pnils  must  lie  kept  as  cle«m  and  sweet  as  the  mllk-iinlls.  and  scolded  as 
regufcirly,  <ir  trouble  will  follow. 

Watek.  Salt,  and  Mineral  Maiteb. 

A  supply  of  clean  water  and  salt  should  be  bendy  all  the  time.  A  calf  needs 
a  drink  of  water  often  in  hot  weather,  us  well  as  its  milk.  Some  caUvH  suffer  from 
WTint  of  minerals  in  tlie  mtion  and  will  lie  beneflte«i  by  feeding  dally  Vj  oz.  of  t*alk 
or  ground  ro<k  phosi>liate.    A  little  bliiod-nical  in  tlie  milk  will  help  nlilng  calves.

4.  The  eggs  must  be  set  under  a  hen,  and  not  more  and  not  lose  than  thirteen 
eggs  shall  lie  ret. 

r>.  All  tl>L-  eggs  shouUl  be  tested  at  least  once  dhrlng  the  hatch,  usually  on  the 
ninth  rt".y.  and  tlie  number  of  fertile  and  infertile  reported.  (Sletliod  of  testing  to 
be  followe«l  Is  given  under  "Instructions.") 

6.  A  Hatdiinj;  IJc^nini  Form  will  be  provide*!.  Tills  must  b«  Ollwl  out  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Suiierintendent  as  s<x.n  as  the  chicks  are  hatched. 

7.  The  e»Miy  must  contain  an  ac<-ount  of  the  handling  of  the  setting  lica.  liow  the 
chicks  were  raised,  etc.,  and  must  not  e.\ceed  200  words  In  leneth.

An  opeidng  on  tbe 
north  side  will  be  excellent.  Select  a  hen  with  an  bare  a  breaRt  a»  ixiwlble,  ami  one 
that  bait  been  bromly  for  u  fvw  dayR.  Iteux  are  better  than  pullets  aa  settler*.  Dnitt 
lier  tborouKbly  with  iiiHevt-|iowder,  and  remove  her  to  the  box  after  dark.  8onie 
c-blua  or  orther  egjpi  tAicmld  be  wanned  and  placket!  inder  her  at  flrwt.  Drop  a  box 
or  a  baaket  over  tbe  front  of  the  Iwx  to  uwke  It  dark ;  leave  her  alone  for  a  <lay, 
and  then.  If  Hhe  1h  aetthiK  quietly,  |>lace  the  aettliiK  of  good  ewtB  under  her.  Trovlde 
(•lean  gralu  iwliole  corn  or  wlieat),  pure  water,  and.  If  iwnulble,  a  |miu  of  buttermilk, 
and  some  wirth  In  a  Kliallow  box  for  her  to  dust  In.  A  nod  of  frewh  Hprlng  groHH 
HbouM  be  Klven  every  few  days.  Watch  her  doKely  to  see  «-liether  or  not  ahe  coiim-h 
off  the  neat  to  feed  regularly,  and  whether  riic  goea  back  pmmptly  to  the  vgx».  If 
i*he  dooH  not,  train  her  by  taking  her  off  the  eggs  regularly  each  UHirnlng,  and  after 
ahe  has  fed  for  half  an  hour.  Bee  tluit  riie  goen  back  to  her  nest.  After  a  few  dnyii 
she  will  adf^t  the  proi»er  habit.  Should  any  «»gg»  be  broken  and  the  other  egga  get 
dirty,  wash  thein  carefully  In  lukewarm  water.  Tliey  xhould  be  pro|ierly  dried,  and 
the  hen's  breast  and  feathers  dried  also,  If  found  wet. 

Tcntliif)  the  Kggit. — ^Tlie  eggs  «-an  l>e  te»te«l  on  the  ninth  day.  White  eggs  can 
be  testwl  sooner  tlmn  brown.  I'se  an  ordinary  lamp.  Place  a  i>iece  of  tin  or  card- 
board in  front  of  the  lam()  with  a  mnnll  opening  about  1  lni4i  across  directly  in 
front  of  tlie  dame.  By  holding  an  egg  up  to  this  opening  you  mnj  examine  its 
condition.  The  fertile  egg  will  have  quite  a  large  air-space  at  its  larger  end  and 
the  remainder  of  the  egg  will  l>e  tbirk.  You  may  also  see  p<?d  blood-veins  in  the 
egg.  .\n  iiifrrtilc  egg  will  ai)|)enr  ninhmt  clear,  not  so  dark  as  the  fertile,  and  has 
a  smiiller  air-viwce  than  tli«  fertile  egg.  .\M  duubtful  eggs  should  be  left  under  tbe 
hen.»«.  first  utaklng  a  ring  aronnd  eat*»  with  a  pe-icil.  When  testing,  do  not  shake 
or  Jar  the  eggs;  neither  liold  them  too  long  against  the  he«t  of  the  lamp. 

Fccilin(f  and  raislnp  f'hirkriix. — The  lien  should  be  left  with  the  chicks  in  the 
i«?Bt  till  tliey  are  at  ieart  n  day  old.  Onst  the  hen  with  insect-i>owder  before  putting 
her  Into  the  coop  wltl»  the  diitks.  Fec<l  the  very  young  ciik-ks  on  a  mixture  of 
ground  bread-crunilw,  lianl-boiled  egg  (s-liell  Included),  and  an  onion.  The  onion 
will  supply  moisture.  After  ii  dny  or  two  give  them  cra<-ke«l  wheiit,  rolled  oats, 
piiUiend  o)itnie«l,  or  comnierclal  chick-fo«xl.  (ilvo  tliein  milk  (skim  or  butter)  to 
drink  if  yon  have  it.  Feed  them  at  least  five  times  a  dny  at  tlrst.  Move  the  coop 
every  few  days.  It  is  lietter  to  keep  them  on  short  grass  nins  till  the  dew  is  off  in 
the  morning!-.  Mnke  the  cciop  tight  and  safe  from  visiting  nninials,  ami  also  place 
In  slmdc  if  weather  is  hot.  Fe<>d  the  chicks  on  dry  mash  jilaced  in  u  small  pan  or 
on  a  shingle.  The  drj-  niiish  c:in  Is?  mii<le  of  fiuj-ly  gronud  barley  and  oats.  bran, 
middlings,  or  shorts.  A  Iturnt  or  clnirre«l  stick  will  provide  charcoiil  for  them  to 
pick.  Supply  plenty  of  grit  and  fine  gravel,  also  da:  or  oyster  slwii.  Fee<l  them 
on  whole  grain  wlien  they  are  alxnit  six  weeks  old.  Give  .hem  as  miK-h  variety  in 
their  fiMHl  as  iHissllile,  and  don't  forget  to  give  them  plenty  of  sour  skim-milk  or 
buttermilk.  Keei>  them  healthy  and  in  g<Kxl  growing  condition  by  allowing  them 
free  range.    The  more  room  the  Ix'tter.    Ke*»p  your  c<x»i(s  clean  and  dry. 

HxlUbitifm. — In  exhibiting  the  fowls,  the  shanks  and  toes  should  lie  washed  clean, 
awl  the  comb  and  wattUis  also-waslied  and  wipe<l  dry.  Tlie  (hwls  should  be  cooped 
111  a  roomy  cmte  at  least  tlirttr  days  bcfoiv  the  sltow.  to  set  thcui  fame. 

Note. — Keep  ciireful  records  of  all  feed  fed,  either  by  welgiit  or  measure.  Don't 
forget  that  chldiens  need  green  feed,  and  that  green  fee«l  is  cheap.

Tlie  slightly  flatten.-d.  oval-shaiKMl.  shallow-eywl  |)otato  Is 
preferrwl;  although  In  some  districts  the  u.-<e  of  the  long  nurimiik  Is  advised.  A  good 
seed-iK>tato  may  be  deH(Tlhe«l  as  follows:  .Medium  size:  eyes  strong,  shallow,  nnd 
well  distributeil ;  SKin  fairly  thin,  clear,  brown  to  white  colour,  and  fn-e  from  s<-:ibs; 
flesh  clonr.  without  dark  rings  or  s|)ot»;  weight  about  10  oz. 

TnaUng  the  Sccd.—To  prevent  tlie  potato's  from  h<>ing  .scabby,  immerse  the 
see<l  for  two  hours  In  formalin  nnd  wnter.  1  oz.  of  foiiualln  to  2  gallons  of  water. 
Spread  the  potatoes  out  to  dry  after  treatment  Iwfore  planting.  I'otatoes  should  not 
be  sown  two  years  In  supeession  on  the  same  ground.  l)ecause  (lotato-dlscnses  may  bt> 
carried  over  In  the  soil  awl  elTe<'t  the  new  crop. 

Cutting  thr  Srcf.— The  best  size  of  seed-ple<-e  cuttings  Is  a  question  that  has  not 
been  detiidtely  settle<l.  If  the  e.ve8  are  evenly  distributed  over  the  potato  and  not 
too  numerous,  the  general  practice  adopted  Is  to  cut  the  seed  .so  as  to  have  two 
good  eyes  to  each  seed  piece.  If  you  are  not  planting  the  "sets"  Immediately  after 
cutting,  the  cut  surfac-es  should  t)e  sprinkled  with  lime  to  prevent  their  drying  out. 
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I'lmnHng  the  ffpprf.— IHitaloM  Aould  be  planted  from  9  to  S  Indwt  deep,  •(Vord- 
Inc  to  the  nature  of  the  Med-bed  and  dimatlc  condttloimk  Potatoes  abould  be 
planted  In  rowa  'M  ln<1ie«  apart  and  from  10  j  tS  Incliea  apart  In  the  row.  If  the 
«a<l  la  poroaa  and  apt  to  dry  out  readily, «.  .ot  hill  tip.  If  the  aoll  la  damp,  poorljr 
draliiol,  and  a  little  cold,  blllInK  up  may  be  neceaaary  c  :!l  la  advlaed.  It  la  uauully 
adTlaable  to  plant  potatoca  between  May  0th  and  2ttb,  bift  tbla  will  mry  with  local 
condltloua. 

VuUiratUtn  of  Potato-crop.— Tti«  principal  part  of  th«  rultlratlon  ahould  be  tkwc 
before  the  itotatum  are  planted.  If  the  aeed-bed  la  properly  iirepared,  all  the  '•ultl- 
vatlon  ue<<eamry  afterward  will  be  the  boelnR  of  wee«lB  and  the  stlrrlng-up  of  the 
top  layer  of  noil  ;irt(>r  enoh  rain  or  Irriipitlon.  A  narden-rakc  la  n  Rood  tool  for  thia 
latter  operation.  Tbia  raking  break*  the  baked  mud  rrnat  whlrb  would  otherwlae 
form  and  uNKlRts  ttie  grouiHl  to  hold  tho  mnlature  nerawary  to  grow  the  crop. 

Npraylnff.— 'riila  abould  be  practiacd  In  any  district  wlhere  "htte  bllRbt"  or 
•' potuto-beetlwi "  have  been  iiotlc»l.  For  litfonnotlon  on  tbia  write  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  they  will  forward  a  apray  calendar  and  other  available 
In/ormutloii, 

nipging  anil  ^er<i-«i7ec«oN.— Theae  two  operntlona  nre  Inaeparable.  Daring  the 
growing  aeaaon  you  will  notl(<e  that  aome  plants  do  better  than  other*.  Put  a  little 
atake  beside  each  of  those  that  do  well.  When  digglng-tlme  arrives,  watch  the 
digging,  and  n'hen  taking  up  the  beat  hills  with  the  largest  yield  of  clean,  healthy 
|)otutoe«  of  the  tyi>e  yon  wish  to  grow  next  year,  work  carefully,  not  to  cut  or  bruise 
the  seed,  and  store  these  In  a  cool,  dry  place  where  there  will  be  no  danger  of  frost. 

At  the  same  time  select  the  i)otat<K>8  for  your  hnr>-e8ted  exhibit  which  Is  to  be 
sent  to  the  Provlnchil  Seed  Fair  in  De^'ember.  The  second  score  will  be  on  these 
exhibits  at  tbe  8eed  Fair,  so  do  not  forget  to  send  your  selected  20-lb.  lot  at  the 
proi)er  time  in  December,  which  will  be  announced.  (Kre  paragraph  under  head  of 
"Provincial  Seed  Fair.") 

Put  In  tbe  potatoes  which  are  2  Inches  or  les  n  diameter  In  one  pile  and  all 
the  lurger  (lotatoes  In  another  pile.  Weigh  each  lot  separately  and  classify  them 
as  '"  unmarketable  "  and  "  marketable  "  potatoes  In  mitklnit  out  your  rei»rt. 

Final  Adricr. — Do  everything  as  nearly  as  possible  at  tl>e  proper  time.  If  you 
get  bebliMl  with  your  work  you  will  flrd  it  hard  to  aptin  catch  up.  "Rie  Judge  will 
be  sure  to  arrive  In  your  district  Just  when  you  don't  expect  him,  and  think  how 
badly  you  will  feci  if  your  plot  does  not  look  good,  duo  to  weeds  you  might  have 
removed. 

No.  7.  FODDER-CORN  OROWINQ. 

Special  Bules  and  IlEorLATioNS. 

1.  In  districts  where  focMcr  corn  nmy  be  ripened  sncr-essfully  the  Department 
of  AgrionUure  will  mipply  1  lb.  of  a  jinre  straisi  of  f(HU1er  corn  to  each  comi)etltor 
free  of  cluirge. 

2.  All  {-omiietitors  within  niiy  club  district  must  grow  the  same  variety  of  com. 

3.  Clubs  electing  to  comluct  n  J'oddcr-corn  <'onii)etltion  should  notify  the  Super- 
InteiKVent  of  Boys"  and  Oirls'  Clubs,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Victoria,  B.C.,  as 
soon  ns  jioiwlhle,  stating  the  v.irlety  wlilch  they  wish  to  grow,  thus  enabling  the 
Deimrlment  to  secure  the  best  of  seed  for  them. 

4.  Determine  the  wel^t  of  ears  and  stalks  separately  at  the  time  of  harvesting. 
Selection  of  a  Plot. — The  selection  of  a  plot  Is  very  lm|)ortant,  since  corn  does 

not  do  well  under  certain  soil  conditions.  Choose  a  plot  which  Is  W'JII  drained,  has 
not  been  water-soaked  all  winter,  and  will  become  warm  early  In  t'le  spring.  Hie 
soil  must  be  quite  warm  before  the  com  will  germliuite.  Do  not  select  a  stiff  clay, 
since  this  will  have  a  tendency  to  bake  after  every  rain  or  Irrigation,  and  will  keep 
you  orklng  overtime  to  maintain  a  good  surface  mulch.  Again,  do  not  select  a 
very  ,andy,  |>orou8  soil  unless  you  have  plenty  of  rainfall  or  convenient  Irrigation-

Prcpanttion  of  Seed-beil. — The  prepflrntlon  of  tlie  Mml-lNNl  for  t-ora  I*  very 
■Inillar  to  the  uniuo  nitomtlon  In  the  gron'lng  of  intatoea.  Manure  heavily,  plouRb 
deeply,  and  harrow  thorouKhly. 

Planlliig.—Vlant  the  «irn  In  hllla  42  Indiex  apart  ent*  way.  riurc  from  four 
; .  alx  kornela  In  euc-fa  hill  and  cover  with  atmut  IVd  or  2  Incheii  of  m>II.  When  the 
young  plant*  attain  a  romlilerable  ilce,  thin  out  ao  as  to  luivc  four  plitnlH  iH>r  hill. 
The  beat  lime  to  plant  varies  with  ollniatic  condltloiia  in  the  varloUM  dUtrlctH.  As  a 
itenernl  rule,  from  May  lOtb  to  June  iHt  la  the  beat  time  to  plant  »>rn.  If  there  la 
comiNiratively  little  danger  of  aprinx  froat,  plant  the  corn  an  WKin  na  the  mill  btitina 
to  get  warm.    If  aprlng  fniata  are  eoninton,  (loatiione  the  plantiuK  until  a  Inter  tViite. 

rH(l<i--ol<»n. — If  convenient,  tuirrow  the  plot  with  a  li»rtit  drnR-harrow  om-e  or 
twice  before  the  corn  la  up.  After  tlie  corn  coniee  up,  cultivate  lM>tweeti  the  rowa 
with  a  borae-cultivator  at  leaat  once  a  week.  If  you  have  no  horHe-cultlvator,  us© 
the  wlK>el-boe  or  any  other  luRtrument  that  will  kill  wee<la  awl  atlr  up  the  surface 
iM>ll.    Do  not  cultivate  too  deeply — 2  imliea  la  aulHclent. 

Cultivation,  except  to  kill  wt-edn  ot  break  up  the  surface  crust  r.fter  rains,  should 
be  diHCOutlnued  after  July  ISth.  Lute  cultivation  tends  to  liwlwe  contliiuetl  growth, 
which  prevents  the  early  maturing  of  the  croi*.  The  more  nearly  mature  the  corn 
has  become  when  cut  the  larger  will  be  tlie  iwrcentuge  of  dry  matter  In  the  crop, 
and  the  more  valuable  It  will  be  for  fodder  or  silage. 

Iirigaitnn. — In  dUtricta  where  Irrigation  Is  iMK-esaary  the  grenteat  care  ahonld 
be  exercised.  Com  needs  a  lot  of  iiHtiature,  but  the  grouiHi  should  not  lie  soake<l  at 
any  time.  The  number  of  irrigations  aiMl  tlie  tlnM>  water  is  ap|>lletl  will  be  governed 
by  the  local  rainfall  and  the  nature  of  ttie  soil.  Do  not  allow  tlie  gnmnil  to  bake 
after  the  irrigation;  go  lH>twcen  the  rows  and  break  up  tlie  crust  foniicd  by  the 
addition  of  the  surfiice  water. 

Harventinfi  and  Stoiing. — The  iiko«t  approved  method  of  atoring  f<Kl<li>r  com  in 
this  Province  is  in  the  silo.  For  Junior  I'oiniietltors,  however,  wiio  must  allow  the 
crop  to  mature  to  secure  the  ears  for  the  St-ed  Fair,  a  dlffcront  nietliod  must  be 
adopted.  Iteniove  ttie  ears  as  soon  as  they  are  mature.  <-ut  the  stalks,  tic  up  Into 
sheaves,  ond  stand  these  up  In  atook.s,  TTie  sheaves  may  bo  held  toKcther  by  tying 
bliKler-twlne  around  the  up|ier  part  of  the  stook.  Tie  the  t-iirN  tngcther  as  shown 
In  acfOTiimnylng  plate  and  hang  up  to  dry  in  (hkiI.  dry  phnv. 

Weigh  the  yields  of  each,  rtirs  nnd  stalks  seii>rttt«'ly.  ami  re<-kon  from  these  the 
total  yield  i>er  acre  of  each  priHlnced. 

Fee<l  a  little  of  the  fodder  to  the  cattle  and  see  whether  or  not  tliey  eat  It  with 
relish.
